Response to Amendment 

The papers filed on August 8,2002 (certificate of mailing dated July 29, 2002 have not been 
made part of the permanent records of the United States Patent and Trademark Office (Office) 
for this application (37 CFR 1.52(a)) because of damage from the United States Postal Service 
irradiation process.

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction of the 
following is required: "said plug further comprises one or more means for altering said outer 
diameter of said material transfer device guide". 
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Claim Objections 

2. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informality: in line 2, "of and plug" is 
grammatically incorrect. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1,3-6,8-12,14-19, 26-29, and 31 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, the claims are rejected for the 
following reasons: 

As a result of using "means to", claims 1,25, and 31 fail to meet the 3-prong analysis of a 
"means plus function" claim set forth in the "Supplemental Examination Guidelines" effective 
June 21, 2000 and published in the Official Gazette on July 25, 2000. If applicant desires to 
invoke 35 USC 112, 6 th paragraph, applicant must either modify the claim to include the phrase 
"means for" or show that even though the phrase "means for" is not used, the claim limitation is 
written as a function to be performed and does not recite sufficient structure, material, or acts 
which would preclude application of 35 USC 1 12, 6 th paragraph. 

In claim 3, it is unclear how the plug cover is hingedly fixed to the lid, when in claim 1 the 
plug and plug cover has set forth as being "connected to each other by a flexible cord". 

It is unclear how the expandable slits allow the outer diameter of the guide to "flexibly 
expand". 

Dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as depending from rejected 
base claims since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1,3-6,8-12,14-19,25-29, and 31 appear to be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Walter teaches a closure having a plug attached to a plug cover by a flexible cord.
